Indianapo lis. March 13. — Go v erno r 
Ralsto n has ju st signed o ne o f the 
mo st impo rtant measu res o f the recent 
sessio n o f the Indiana general assem­ 
bly , that creating a state fire marshal 
and defining his 
du ties. 
The law 
signed by Go v erno r Ralsto n. The law 
no w is In effect, as it carries an emer­ 
gency clau se, and Go v erno r Ralsto n 
is empo wered by the act to appo int a 
state fire marshal within thirty day s. 
The appo intee will ho ld o ffice fo u r 
y ears. 
He will receiv e $4,000 a y ear. 
It will be the du ty o f the state fire 
marshal to enfo rce the laws o f the 
state and the o rdinances o f cities o n 
the su bjects o f fire prev entio n, sto r­ 
age. sale and u se o f ex plo siv es and 
co mbu stibles; establishment and main­ 
tenance o f au to matic o r o ther fire 
alarm sy stems o r fire ex tingu ishers; 
the su ppressio n o f arso n and the in­ 
v estigatio n o f the cau se, o rigin and 
circu mstances o f fires. 
There is to be a first depu ty fire 
marshal to be named by the state fire 
marshal, and the depu ty 
is to get 
$2.500 a v ear. There is a seco nd dep­ 
u ty at $2.000 a y ear. 
A secretary is 
pro v ided fo r at 
$1,200 a y ear. 
“Su ch 
clerks as may be needed" are also pro ­ 
v ided fo r. 
Ex pense acco u nts are at­ 
tached to all the attaches o f the de­ 
partment. 


Reports Mu st Be Made. 


City fire marshals, city fire clerks, 
the clerks o f to wns where no fire de­ 
partment ex ists, and to wnship tru stees 
in ru ral sectio ns are made assistants 
to the state fire marshal. 
These o ffi­ 
cers will repo rt fires to the state fire 
marshal. 
Insu rance co mpanies also 
will make repo rts o n fires and lo sses. 
Inspectio ns are pro v ided 
fo r where 
co mplaints are made against bu ildings 
o r co nditio ns. 
The new law giv es the fire marshal 
po wer to issu e o rders to pro perty o wn­ 
ers to br5ng abo u t changes made nec­ 
essary by the demands o f pu blic safe 
ty . 
Appeal is giv en to the circu it 
co u rt. The fire marshal is empo wered 
to go to the length o f destro y ing o r 
razing ‘‘fire traps" which endanger 
neighbo ring pro perty . 
No t o nly this, 
bu t the neglectfu l o wner is to be tax ed 
wit 
'be co sts, and o n failu re to pay 
su ch co sts, the amo u nt, with 25 per 
cent penalty , will be tax ed against the 
pro perty anti co llected by the tax ing 
o fficers. 


Penalties Are Provided. 


Penalties are pro v ided also in the 
shape o f fines fo r failing to o bey the 
fire marshal’s decrees. 
One o f the 
pro v isio ns o f the new law is a fire drill 
each mo nth in ev ery scho o l in the 
state. 
It is pro v ided in the law that 
the fire insu rance co mpanies shall pay . 
pro rata, $35.00ft a y ear in the fo rm o f 
a special tax . the mo ney to be u sed in 
pay ing the o perating ex penses o f the 
fire marshal’s department. 
The bill to enable Mario n co u nty to 
sell the co u rtho u se pro perty also has 
been signed by the go v erno r. The law 
pro v ides that the peo ple o f the 
co u nty 
shall v o te at the 1914 electio n o n the 
qu estio n whether they wish to sell the 
present co u rtho u se site, o r part o f it. 
and bu ild a new bu ilding.

Than Usual. 


E A S T E R O NLY 2 W E E K S A W A Y 


But Approach of This Day Seems to 


Have no Effect on the 


Market. 


Farmers and poultry dealers are 
worried over tlie condition of the egg 
market. With Faster only two weeks 
away , eggs reached their lowest level 
this week and there is little pro spect 
of them going higher. 
At the >ame time, the price of hen> 
has held steady , with a tendency to 
go higher. The hen market is acounted 
for in the effort of farmers and oth­ 
er-- to hold their poultry and make 
their money out of eggs. 
The pros­ 
pect of a sudden rise in the egg price 
preceding Easter is probably keeping 
up the hopes of poultry raisers. 
Another paradox which is puzzling 
dealers i.-, why the egg supply is so 
good when hens are >aid to he laying 
very little. 
In tlie big markets then* 
is an ample supply of eggs, which is 
believed to be partly responsible for 
the low prices. 
A few weeks ago Rushville grocers 
were 
buy ing eggs 
at 
the 
poultry 
houses and carry ing them to their 
places of business in baskets.

the retail prices was lower than it 
had been in history during that time 
of y ear.

Continued frum I’age 1 
a contagious or 
infectious 
disease 
that it is preventable, and that to a 
great extent it is curable. It is com­ 
municated by means of the sputum of 
tuberculosis sufferers. If this source 
of infection can be 
prevented, 
the 
physicians tell us the disease can be 
practically stamped out. If these 
statements are true, it follows that 
these persons who died 
from 
this 
cause, and those who now suffer, are 
victims to the ignorance of careless­ 


n e s s of somebody. 
The proposition to bring the per­ 
sons of 
our community 
who 
are 
afflicted with this trouble within the 
reach of the l>e>t medical skill is wor­ 
thy of support. 
But we 
must, 
not 
forget this point; 
that if every tu ­ 
berculosis patient in the county were 
cured, unless some lessons in preven­ 
tion are 
learned, 
we 
would 
soon 
have a new lot of sufferers. 
Let us 
do all possible for those now afflicted 
by all means.
